A special from Washington City says 
a case will come up in the United States 
Supreme Court next week whjch will de- 
cide a queetion of intereat to people who 
have bank accounts. 

A depositor in a Cades, O., l>ank, it is 
alleged, undertook to get ahead of the tax 
assessor by taking advantat^e of the pro- 
vision of a paternal government that 
Triasnry notes shall not be taxable. Be- 
fore making a ret urn of bis earthly posses- 
sion to tbe arsesflora, he bad his balance 
in tbe bank converted into a eertifloite 
of deposit, which purported that the de- 
posit was in Treasury notes. After the 
assessment he surrendered tbe certificate 
and resumed business nnder ordinary 
circumstances. 

The device was constructed to be an 
attempt to take advantage of the provis- 
ion of law relating to Treasury notes. 
Suit was brought to recover tbe tax that 
the State claimed. The case has gone 
through the Ohio courts and was laat de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of Ohio in 
favor of tbe State. In its regular order 
the ease would not be reached by the 
United States Supreme Court within 
three years, but, in view of its impor- 
tance, it baa been advaneed so that itoan 
be heard soon. 

The amount involved is only $2,600, 
but if the decision of tbe Ohio Snpreme 
Court he overturned depositors through- 
out the country can escape their taxes.
